EXPLANATION 


As intimated in a paragraph in an 
early forme of this edition we antici- 
pated a hold-up in the matter of 
paper stock. We finally secured suf- 
ficient for this issue but not without 
delay. That thus explains our late- 
ness this month We trust to be able 
to do better next issue. 


We thought that when the war was 
over and paper rationing removed 
that our troubles with paper supply 
would be a thing of the past. This 
has not proven to be the case. Supply 
seems worse than during the war 
years. We have the forests and the 
mills and labour should be more plen- 
tiful by this time. We believe the 
paper is being made in goodly quant- 
ity but is being diverted to export 
purposes. And it is a chief commod- 
ity much favored from Canada 
that is in demand in the United 
States, and paper goes far in secur- 
ing the U.S. dollar exchange for the 
many things we buy from her, all the 
way from citrus fruit to mechanical 
devices. So, you readers in the 
United States, even though you are 
familiar with printing paper short- 
age in your own country, don't think 
you are alone. It’s just about as 
hard to get here, in working quant- 
ities, as some of our choice 19th 
century stamps.

Prince Edward Island "Lot No." Cancellations 
By A. K. GRIMMER, Temiskaming, Que. 


If stamp collecting did no more 
than to create an urge to collect a 
mass of stamps, or simply to accum- 


ulate stamp values, philatelists 
would be limited in number. For- 
tunately, however, it offers much 


more to its followers, as thousands 
of all ages and nationalities know 
and enjoy. The longer this hobby is 
followed, the wider becomes one’s 
circle of acquaintances, and a broad- 
er viewpoint unfolds, even though 
in the process one's bank account 
shrinks. 

These notes are intended to illus- 
trate how a simple 2-cent catalogue 
value stamp led the writer to delve 
into the history of Prince Edward 
Island and to conclude that a sum- 
mary of this history would interest 
other collectors and fix the orgin of 
an interesting cancellation. 

The book from which these histor- 
ical notes are abbreviated is “THE 
HISTORY OF PRINCE EDWARD 
ISLAND" by Duncan Campbell, pub- 
lished at Charlottetown, P.E.I., in 
1875 by Brenner Bros. 


Before going further it must be 
revealed that the writer is one of 
those *Stamp Hounds" who trail the 
3-cent Small Head Queen Victorias 
for the stories that lie behind the 


cancellations or obliterations (if you 
prefer the latter word) that abound 
on this stamp, due to the circum- 
stances of its time and the long 
period that it was in use. 

This stamp, though used for Can- 
adian postage for twenty-seven 
years, only rates two numbers in 
Scotts’ Catalogue, with a few letters 
allotted for variations. This is a very 
inadequate and unfair listing for a 
stamp which during the long period 
of its use offers many definite var- 
ieties and shades. In fact, it might 
be termed the “Orphan Annie” of 
Canadiana for the limited attention 
given it in this eatalogue; but now 
to the story. 

While examining a lot of this 
stamp a cancellation illustrated in 
Fig. 1 came up. Although over a 
million stamps had previously been 
gone over, this was an entirely new

find. On reference to that authority, 


“Jarrett”, I found that it was not 
listed, though a close relative 
appeared, under Type 530a, which, 


incidentally appears to be an earlier 


marking, as he reports it only on 
the 9d. P.E.I. Mr. Jarret’s illus- 
tratioh"is for “Lot 32". Gol. S.- & 


Weatherbee holds this type number 
for Lot 48”. 

After enquiries to several cor- 
respondents, Col. S. S. Weatherbee 
offered the key to its origin. This 
tied the cancellation definitely to 
the *Lot Nos." under which Prince 
Edward Island was originally divid- 
ed and granted to  individiuals by 
the British Crown. 

If you dislike History, skip the 
next several paragraphs, for they 
give you à thumb nail sketch of 
“THE ISLAND'S" history; but, if 
you enjoy history with considerable 
intrigue and melodrama, the above 
book can be recommended as a basis 
for a most interesting movie scen- 
ario. 

When Louis XIV. ceded Acadia 
and Newfoundland to Britain in 1713 
by the Treaty of Utrecht, it was pro- 
vided that the French inhabitants 
would be permitted to leave and loc- 
ate elsewhere within a year. Many 
Acadians availed themselves of this 
privilege and migrated to the Island 
of St. John, (now P.E.I.) where a 
French officer and some sixty 
soldiers were garrisoned at the Port 
la Joie, now Charlottetown. After 
the fall of Louisberg in 1758  Gen- 
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eral Wolfe sent an expedition and 
captured the Island of St. John with- 
out diffieulty, and then moved on 
and captured Quebec. The ensuing 
Treaty of  Fontainbleu ceded the 


Island of St. John to Great Britain., 
In 1764 Great Britain delegated 


‘ Capt. Samuel Holland to survey and 


report upon this possession. He 
arrived on the *CANCEA", which 
probably explains the orgin of the 
name given to the Strait of Canso. 
Capt. Holland reported so favorably 
that great interest developed in Eng- 
land. From that time on the history 
of “THE ISLAND" ijs a story of 
rivalry and intrigue. 

Lord Egmount, then Lord of the 
Admiralty, pressed various vigorous 
proposals to have the whole Island 
granted to himself. These proposals 
mark him as a real estate promotor 
of the first water. To the credit of 
the Crown it can be recorded that 
these proposals were turned down 
and a decision made to divide the 
whole island into sixty-seven LOTS 
or TOWNSHIPS and to dispose of 
them by lot to persons who had 
claims upon the CROWN for milit- 
ary or publie service. 

The Island was accordingly divid- 
ed into lots, and Lots No. 40 and No. 
59 were granted to individuals who 
had already developed fisheries on 
the Island and made improvements 


thereon. In addition, Lot 66 was 
reserved to the King. 
Col. S. S. Weatherbee placed a 


map at the disposal of the writer 
from which the accompanying illus- 
tration, Fig. 3, has been developed. 
This shows the 67 lots into which 
the Island was divided, Lot No. 1 
being situate on the extreme north- 
ern point of the Island. In a general 
way the numbering is in numerical 
sequence towards the most southern 
noint, though exceptions, such as 
Lots 66 and 67 will be noted. 

It is interesting to observe that 
Lots 40 and 59 both offer special 
features in the way of sheltered har- 
bours and are thus well chosen for 
fishing purposes, and it is worthy of 
comment that No. 66, the King's 
Lot, approximately 5440 acres is one 
of the smallest, if not the smallest 
in the whole layout, and that, so far 
as can be seen, it offers no shore or

The Canada Sixpence on Thin Wove Paper, 1851-55 


By G. E. WELLBURN, F.R.P.S.L., and E. H. SULLIVAN 


The rarest listed variety of the 
Sixpence Prince Albert Canadian 
stamps is the 6d imperforate on thin 
wove paper. This statement may sur- 


prise many Canadian collectors  be- 
cause, for years, the 6d on thin wove 
has been catalogued at a price little 
in excess of the 6d on laid paper. 

The reason for the belief that the 
6d on thin wove is not rare is that, 
in many cases, stamps are incorrectly 
classified as being on thin  wove 
when, actually, they are on a laid 
paper in which the laid lines are not 
clearly visible. Mr.  Winthrop S. 
Boggs, in his exhaustive study of 
the pence issues, emphasises this 
fact to the point of denying that the 
6d stamp even exists on thin wove 
paper. 

To find the answer to the question 
as to whether or not there is a true 
thin wove paper a number of these 
stamps have been examined and 
tested. 

The tests prove that the thin wove 
is distinetly more porous than the 
laid paper. Moreover the thin wove 
paper is found to be HAND MADE

and, consequently, reacts quite  dif- 
ferently to the laid paper, which is 
MACHINE MADE and has a strong 
grain. 


6d on thin wove first recorded on 


cover in 1890. 


The 6d on thin wove on cover was 
first recorded by Mr. C. B. Corwin 
and Mr. Donald A. King. Mr. Robert 
J. Duncan, Armstrong, B.C., kindly 
lent us his copy of the Metropolitan 
Philatelist (volume 1, 1890) in 
which the article appears. The fit- 
ness of these two writers to identify 
a stamp is vouched for by Howes 
(page 41) and, in the January num- 


ber of POPULAR STAMPS, Mr. 
Fred Jarrett writes “Donald A. 
King was one of these early  con- 


tributors. Through his hands passed 
material in such quantities and of 
such rarity that even our wealthiest 
collectors to-day will not again see 
the like." 


Perusal of the article shows that 
Mr. Corwin and Mr. King were ex- 
tremely cautious in making any 
statement that they could not prove. 
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Although the 12d black on thin 
wove had been found in England, 
that was not enough for them to 


accept its existence as a fact. 

Messrs. Corwin and King list two 
6d wove papers as found on covers 
in 1851 and 1852 viz:— 

1. Hard thin ribbed grayish paper 
... found on cover dated October 
16th, 1851 (see reference to a sim- 
ilar stamp in the Pack collection). 


2. Very thin, almost pelure, wove 
grayish paper . . . found on cover 
dated June 25th, 1852. 


In the same series of articles, 
Messrs. Corwin and King refer to 
the difficulty that then existed in 
distinguishing between the laid and 
thin wove papers and state that the 
texture of these two papers is ‘virt- 
ually the same’. To-day the use of 
benzine has made it easier to dis- 
cover laid lines. 


The 6d on thin wove was first cat- 
alogued by H. F. Ketcheson in 1889 
when it was priced at $2.00 as 
against $2.50 for the laid. By 1898 
Scott listed the thin wove at $6.00 
as against $6.50 for the laid, $5.00 
for the medium wove and $8.00 for 
thick wove. 


However it is a mystery to us that 
compilers of catalogues such as 
Seott and Stanley Gibbons and lead- 
ing dealers and autcioneers have not 
diseovered how rare the thin wove 
actually is, as, since 1890 it has been 
known that only 100,000 6d stamps 
were delivered in 1851 and that no 
further delivery was made until 1855. 
The article by Messrs. Corwin and 
King gives details .of the receipts 
from the printers of all the  Can- 
adian pence stamps. 


Rarity of the 6d on thin wove. 


In an examination of 81 cat- 
alogues, English and American (in- 
cluding Canadian), featuring all the 
more important sales which have 
taken place within the last ten years 

. including the Pack, Green and 
other famous collections . . we found 
that out of a total of 777 6d imperf- 
orate stamps only 33 were listed as 


on thin wove. One of these is the 
ribbed stamp, referred to earlier, 
which was lot 56, Part 111 of the 


Pack sale. This leaves 32 out of 776 
or about 414%.

In the same sales there were twenty 
12d blacks and 69 perforated 6d 
pence stamps. Comment is unneces- 
sary. 

The writers have been unable to 
secure a tied cover (these, of course, 
are very rare) but in the Wellburn 
collection there is a copy of the thin 
wove 6d on a cover dated August 
9th, 1852. The stamp is a very pro- 
nounced greenish gray and this 
colour on thin wove is recorded on 
page 33 of Jarrett. There is no 
reason to doubt the cover is genuine 
as the rarity of the thin wove has 
not, hitherto, been suspected. 


In the 81 catalogues referred to 
there are only four covers with tied 
copies of the 6d on thin wove. They 
are dated: Montreal, July 27th, 1852; 
Montreal, December 23rd, 1853; Co- 
bourg, May 18th, 1854; and  Stan- 
stead, July 9th, 1855. Although, in 
this last case, the second delivery of 
the stamp had taken place, there is 
no reason to doubt that the stamp 
belonged to the first delivery, since 
there is no evidence that any thin 
wove were included in the 1855 
order. 

The 32 copies of the 6d on thin 
wove, noted in the 81 catalogues, 
include 27 singles, a strip of three 
sold by Robson Lowe on June 5th, 
1946 and the vertical pair illustrated 
at the beginning of this article (ex 
Pack). So far no record has been 
found of the sale of an unused copy.

Queen Victoria Numerals Issues for Canada was prepared in booklet form 
for distribution by a member of the Hamilton Club as a souvenir for the 
T.H. & B. Dinner in Hamilton, April 26th, 1947). 


THE CANADIAN 1898 2c 


OW many plates were used 

for the 2c carmine? How 

many used for Die I and 

Die II? were there two mas- 

ter dies? Why the change 
from Die I to Die II, and so on 
and so on. 


Wherever enthusiasts of this stamp 
gather, some of the above questions 
are asked, and the Hamilton Phila- 
telic Society decided to run down the 
answers. 


A review of the published infor- 
mation on this stamp shows several 
omissions and discrepancies. 


Dr. Holmes lists plates 1 to 12 as 
being used. Winthrop Boggs says 
plates 1 and 2 were not used, and 
lists plates 3 to 10, 13 and 14 for 
Die I, plates 11 and 12 for Die II 
retouched plates and dies 15 to 20 
for recut die, new plates. 


Dr. W. R. Jeffrey, Arthur and 
Perey Rankin of the Hamilton Phila- 
telie Societv had studied the material 
available, and up until last April, 
had come up with the following:— 


Die I Plates 1-2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9-10, 
12-13-14. l 
No plate 11 has been seen. 
Die II Plates 11-12, 15-16-17-18-20. 
No plate 19 had been seen. 


In April, however, our good friend, 
Gerald E. Wellburn of Duncan, B.C., 
sent the writer for study his collec- 
tion of the plate numbers of the 2c 
carmine, and what a revelation this 
collection was. 


Dr. J. A. Pearce started the study 
of the different plates some years 
ago, and Gerald Wellburn and the 
Doctor had collaborated in forming 
the most complete collection seen 
around these parts. 


CARMINE NUMERAL 


Here are all the plate numbers 
from 1 to 20 without exception. Here 
are plates 11 and 12 in both Die I 
and Die II, and best of all are plates 
11 and 12 showing experimental re- 
touching of the frame lines, stamps 
showing the worn frame lines of 
Die I, others showing the first re- 
touching and finally the finished 

ie II. 


From this magnificent study, the 
story of the 2c carmine emerges, and 
the following conclusions are reached. 


Only one die was used; this is con- 
firmed by a constant flaw, a dash 
of colour between “S” and “T” of 
“Postage,” and is noted on all plates. 


From this die, plates 1 to 14 were 
made. Plates 1 to 12 were used for 
the 2c purple, and when the colour 
was changed in August, 1898, the 
same plates were used for the 2c 
carmine. 

The frame lines had become so 
badly worn that plates 13 and 14 
were placed into service and plates 
11 and 12 were used for experimental 
retouching. 

The original die was then recut 
from four thin frame lines to three 
frame lines; the centre line thick 
and the other two thin. 

Plates 15 to 20 were made from 
this recut die, and it is the recut 
die that has become known as Die II. 

A complete list of the plate num- 
bers follows:— 

Die I Plates 1-2-3-4-5-6-7-8-9-10-11- 
12-13-14. 

Die I Retouched plates 11-12 frame 
lines resemble Die II. 

Die II Plates 15-16-17-18-19-20.

The Master Die 


INTHROP BOGGS explains 

that the master die for the 

Numerals Series consisted 

of the vignette and oval 

band, and that the frames 
were engraved individually on the 
secondary dies. 


The master die was engraved by 
Charles Skinner, and from it thir- 
teen secondary dies were made: 
one for each of the ten denomina- 
tions issued, and three others for 
values which were not issued—4c, 15c 
and 50c. 


The Constant Flaw 


Die proofs of all denominations 
show the small cut in the white oval 
below “ST” of “POSTAGE,” which 
shows that it was a slip of engrav- 
ing on the master die. The flaw 
shows on all stamps except the 7c— 
the last value issued—but it does 
show faintly on the 7c die proof. 


Evidence of this flaw on the 
stamps printed from all the various 
plates of the 2c value does not neces- 
sarily prove the existence of only 
one 2-cents Die, as if two dies had 
been made for the 2-cents value, both 
would have been struck from the 
same master die, and therefore both 
would be expected to show the con- 
stant flaw. 


2-Cents, Die Ia and Die Ib 


A close study of the engraving of 
the inscriptions, numerals and maple 


leaves on the 2-cents stamp from 
Plates 1 to 20, is convincing that 


only one 2-cents die was used and 
that it had the frame lines re-cut. 
Plates 1 to 14 were made from the 
die in its original state, and Plates 
15 to 20 from the recut die. 


Thanks to the persistance of Har- 
old Humby and the Hamilton Phila- 
telie Soeiety, there is no longer any 
mystery left regarding the 2-cents 
Dies, and the Humby listing of 
2-cents Dies, Plates and Re-touched 
Plates can be accepted as conclusive 
and final. 


The term *Die Ia and re-cut Die 
Ib" as used by Boggs, seems to be 
better than the more generally used 
Canadian term “Die I and Die II." 
The Essay-Proof Journal lists these 
stamps as “2 Cents—Type I and 
Type IL" Uniformity of listing and 
description is desirable, and  per- 
sonally, I consider the Boggs' de- 
scription to be the best. 


The Different Frames 
On the Numerals Stamps 


The several different types of 
frames found on the  Numerals 
stamps shows an inconsistency of 
engraving that is not found on other 
Canadian issues. The lines in the 
engraving of the frames shows very 
clearly on the black die proofs for 
these stamps. (See also Boggs’ 
listing.) 

Four thin lines made up the frames

The North American expedition of 
Mr. Robson Lowe of London, Eng- 
land, has terminated so far as East- 


ern Canada is concerned. I attended 
one of his meetings with collectors 
and he made quite a hit with the 
fraternity. He was accompanied by 
his daughter who appeared quite 
charming. “Rather a sweet looking 
young lady” said the chap sitting 
next me. Across the table a wit 
remarked “That’s Sweet and Lowe". 
I hadn't heard that one before. Hope 
its original. 

Mr. Lowe has a remarkable show- 
ing of the Chalon head found on our 
Twelve Pence. I had no idea this 
famous head was used on so many 
Colonial stamps. The showing was 
interspersed with expert comment 
and was particularly interesting to 
Canadian students. Truly the Chalon 
portrait makes attractive history and 
deserves a write-up. 

Judging by the April number of 
“B.N.A. Topics” Edward Whiting 
intends to write a “Reviews and 
Reports" page. I mention this for 
no other reason than that he should 
consider the contents of “Popular 
Stamps". 

And speaking of “Popular Stamps" 
I wonder have readers noted the 
number of “Firsts” scored lately by 
that well-known Canadian philatelic 


journal. Even Walter Pollock in 
*Western Stamp Collector" for 
April 19th notes with some  con- 


sternation that J. E. N. Paul's art- 
icle in the October “Popular Stamps" 
on “Canadian M.P.O.’s” listed an 
office three months before it was 
established.

“Internationals” four times before. 

Round my neck the woods some of 
the plate positions of the Alexander 
Graham Bell stamp seem hard to 
locate. Can't even get them at the 
Philatelic Agency. 

A real hardy perennial has at 
last disappeared from the Ageney 
list. It is the Fifty Cent George V. 
To be exact the last one went Wed- 
nesday April 16th, 1947. It has been 
starred as off-centre for years. 

One of the queerest twists ever 
given this stamp investing business 
comes in a recent number of “West- 
ern Collector” from the pen of Don 
Nichols, who has been writing from 
the investment angle for years and is 
supposed to know his business. It 
will hardly be a comfort to  Don's 
followers to hear him say that it is 
the stamp investor who actually 
furnished stability to the stamp 
market. Don figures that so many 
investors anticipate the wants of 
future collectors that they (the in- 
vestors) have to dump their wares 
from time to time and so the market 
tends to be static. Now that's good 
news for collectors-to-be but Pm 
sure the stamp investor never before 
considered himself as a publie bene- 
factor.

of the original eight denominations 
loc to 10c, in 1898. 


One thiek line, between two thin 
lines was the result of the re-cutting 
of the 2c die in 1899. 


One very thick line, between two 
thin lines— which prints mostly as 
one.solid line, was engraved on.the 
unissued 15e, about 1899. 

Two lines made up the frame of 
the 20c which appeared in 1900. 

Three lines, with the outside line 
thicker, made up the frame for the 
unissued 50c, about 1900. 

Three even frame lines appeared 
on the 7c and the unissued 4c of 1902. 

What might have happened if this 
series had gone up to the $5.00 value, 
like the Jubilee Issue? It would 
have kept the engraver busy work- 
ing out sufficient combinations of 
frame lines! 

Comparisons of the Frames 
On Three Issues 

During the six years, 1897 to 1903, 
three Canadian portrait issues ap- 
peared: Maple Leaf, Numerals, and 
King Edward VII. All issues have 
a continuity of design and treatment, 
as the master dies were engraved by 
Charles Skinner. It is also most 
likely that the same engraver 
assisted with the lettering of values 
and the frames on the secondary dies. 

The stamps of the Maple Leaf 
issue had a solid oval band and a 
heavy outer frame. The Essay-Proof

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Journal illustrates essays with lined 
oval—probably an attempt to im- 
prove the cramped effect of the 
Queen's Head, before the change to 
the Numerals Issue. 


The Numerals stamps had a lined 
oval and a fainter frame; the differ- 
ent treatment of the two issues is 
quite marked in the black die proofs 
—the Maple Leaf proofs are a rich 
black, whereas the Numerals are a 
silvery - gray, showing the more 
“open” engraving. 
| The King Edwards show a pleas- 
ing compromise of both treatments: 
a lined oval and thick frame line, 


Conclusion 


It is the inconsistancies of the 
frames of the Numerals Issue, and 
the human element evidenced in the 
re-touching of the 2c Plates and the 
recutting of the 2c Die which makes 
the study of the Numerals stamps so 
fascinating. 

I would suggest that readers turn 
back to the July-August 1945 issue 
POPULAR STAMPS and read again 
Dr. Alfred Whitehead's article on his 
findings of the 2c Numerals, based 
on his examination of thousands of 
the actual stamps. 





This is a fine example of the value 
of POPULAR STAMPS in helping 
to follow through a stamp problem 
to a satisfactory conclusion— with 
Montreal, Toronto-Hamilton and Van- 
couver Island all contributing their 
findings to the common knowledge 
of philately.

other special attraction. The other 
lots were about four times this area 
and situated much better than the 
King's Lot, which is an inside lot 
abutting the County line between 
Queen's and King's County. 


The *Board of Trade and  Plant- 
ations" prepared the terms and con- 
ditions for the  allotment, which 
included the payment of quit rents 
which varied from 6/- to 2/- per 
200 acres for different locations and 
made reservations for fortifications 
and publie purposes, including 
reservations for church and for 
schools. All deposits of gold, silver 
and eoal were reserved to the Crown, 
and each grantee was required to 
colonize his holding with one person 
for each two hundred acres within 
ten years of the allotment. 

On July 23rd, 1767, all of the lots 
other than the above-mentioned were 
disposed of by “LOT” in order to 
prevent the criticism of favoritism. 

The story of political controversy, 
intrigue, and persecution which fol- 
lowed is not pertinent to these notes; 
but many years were to pass before 
the situation of the Island became 
stable, and this was not until the 
"Islanders" had been driven by the 
existing conditions into semi-revolt 
to obtain justice and freedom. 

They finally prepared a petition 
to the Crown which set forth their 
grievances against the Governor. He, 
learning of it, attempted by legal 
processes, which he, of course, con- 
trolled, to prevent its transmission 
by arresting the emissary who was 
to carry the petition to the King. 
This emissary managed to evade the 
officer sent to arrest him and escap- 
ed from the Island just two hours 
before they arrived to prevent him 
from doing so. 

This petition resulted in the ap- 
pointment of Col. Ready as Governor. 

He arrived in October 1824 and 
was received with open arms by the 
Islanders, who provided a royal 
reception in the Wellington Hotel at 
Charlottetown. ‘Friendly relations 
were re-established, and the Assemb- 
ly convened in January 1825, estab- 
lished the goverment of Prince 
Edward Island on a constitutional 
and democratic basis. 


Although the whole Island was 
disposed of by lot in July, 1767, it 
was not until January 1825 that the 
tangle and controversy arising from 


this disposition was  straightened 
out. 
John Ross was the first  Post- 


master on the Island having been 
appointed in 1801. In 1802  Ben- 
jamin Chappell became Postmaster, 
and Campbell’s History records that 
Benjamin Chappell *Postmaster of 
the Island died in 1825 at the age of 
87 years". He and his brother ar- 
rived at the Island in 1775 and oper- 
ated a packet between Charlottetown 
and the mainland. Has anyone a 
Boat cover from this service? 

On the death of his father, Rich- 
ard Chappell became Postmaster and 
was in office until 1835, when this 
office was taken over by his daught- 
er Elizabeth who retained the pos- 
ition until 1842. 

In 1832 the Assembly authorized 
a grant of £300 for the operation of 
a weekly mail service from Char- 
lottetown to Pictou, N.S. This ser- 
vice was carried out by the steamer 
“Pocahontus”, and fare for the trip 
was twelve shillings. Again, has any 
one a “ship’s” cover. 

The Island continued as a Colony 
of the Crown until March 1851, at 
which time it was granted respons- 


ible government. At that time the 
population was 170,000 and e268 
schools provided education to 11,000 
pupils. 


As stated earlier, the whole Island 
was disposed of by lot to individuals 
in numbered “parcels” or “lots”. For 
years these areas were known by 
these numbers, and in the process of 
time the “Nos.” became places, Post 
Offices and railway stations. Thus 
the “Lot No.” cancellations origin- 
ated from the original allocation of 
“No.” given to parcels when they 
were given by lot for meritorious 
service on July 23rd, 1767. It may 
therefore be said that this was the 
birthday of the “Lot Cancellation". 

Col. Weatherbee furnished the 
information that in 1914 there were 
348 Post Offices in Prince Edward 
Island, and these included Lots Nos. 
1, 4, 6, 11, 14, 30 and 56 with no other 
identification. 

Digressing from Lot Cancellations, 
Col. Weatherbee added a note  re- 
garding the scarce P.E.I. Cancel- 
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lation *Lansdowne Hotel", which 
has been diseussed in “Canada Cor- 
ner" of *Stamps". This was a very 


necessary Post Office, as it was loc- 
ated at the terminus of the boat 
service which carried mail and pas- 
sengers between the Island and the 
mainland during the winter. The 
first ice breaker was the “ALBERT” 
chartered from Newfoundland in 
1875. This ship was superseded by a 
very fine boat called the “Beaver” 
in 1876. This ship was still to be 
seen at Quebec not many years ago. 

Something over twenty-three years 
ago rural mail delivery was  intro- 
duced on the Island, and the post 
offices were then reduced to about 
115 in number. Then officially it 
appears that the Lot Numbered Post 
Offices ceased to be so identified; 
but it was still possible to identify 
Abney as Lot #64, Newport as Lot 
54 and Annandale as Lot #56. 

Mr. Stuart Johnson donated a 3- 
cent Small Queen dated Sept. 6th, 
1892 and advised: “I have never seen 
a Lot cancel other than the one I 
have had for years, and, though I 
had once hoped to collect them as 
numerals, I have never seen another, 
though I have looked over many 3- 
cent reds." 

Mr. L. A. Crosby donated a cover 
showing “Lot 4", April "th, 1896, 
addressed to Charlottetown, where 
it was back-stamped on April 7th. 

The Superintendent of the  Can- 
adian National Railways was asked 
regarding possible lot-numbered rail- 
way stations on his lines, but could 
only report that Lot 54 (Newport) 
was closest to Georgetown for rail- 
way communications and Lot 56 (An- 
nandale) was closest to Cardigan, 
and Lot 65 (Abney) depended upon 
Wilmot for railway exit. 

Reverting to the subject of these 


notes, the writer points out that 
after extended search and cor- 
respondence with others interested 


in this subject, it is only possible to 
record the following three specimens, 
recorded in the order of their dating: 
i3 —3c Vermillion. Stamp can- 
celled Lot 12—Sept. 6th, 1892. 


#37—3c Vermillion. Stamp can- 
celled Lot 11—July 25th, 1895. 
#37—3e Vermillion. On cover. 


Cancelled Lot 4—Apr. 7th, 1896. 
It therefore seems reasonable to 
state that anyone holding this cance- 
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lation has a really scarce item that 
might well be reported for the ben- 
efit of those interested in this inter- 
esting side of philately. 

Fig. 2 is a tracing prepared by 
Col. S. S. Weatherbee of a cancel- 
lation in his collection. This is sim- 
ilar in type to that illustrated by 
Jarrett as Type No. 530a. It is, how- 
ever, slightly smaller in diameter 
and the printing is of different type, 
so might be known as 530b. It is

interesting to note that Jarrett val- 
ues this cancellation on the 9d P.E.I. 
at $6.00, or twice the catalogue value 
of the used copies, also that the type 
of lettering used is the same as Fig. 
1 illustrated above. 

Reference to the map Fig. 3 will 
enable any finder of one of these 
“Lot” cancellations to determine the 
general location from which the 
stamp came. 

The following “Lot” numbers have 
been established by Col. Weatherbee 
as Postal addresses but as yet no 
Town name can be definitely tied to 
them 1, 4, 0, 7,8, 10, 115 12, 14, 16; 
30, 35, 40, 44, 45, 47, 49, 56, 64, 67. 

It has also been established that 
the following towns were also known 
postally by the lot number given 
opposite the name. 

Hebson, Lot 8, Milo, Lot 9. 
Hamony, Lot 13, South West, Lot 16. 
Peakes, Lot 38, Hellsboro, Lot 48. 
Vigg, Lot 50, Newport, Lot 54. 
Upton, Lot 55, Annandale, Lot 56. 
Lewes, Lot 60, Abney, Lot 64. 

Now let us hear who  posseses 
specimens of these  illusive cancel- 
lations, and good hunting to you all.

Dr. Holmes writes that the item 
in our last issue that a new edition 
of Holmes Handbook on Canada was 
coming is wrong as there is no new 
edition, but he is gathering material 
for its 3rd edition. No mention of 
its possible date of publication is 
given, however. 
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Victoria “Find” of Canada Twelve Penny Black

It is not given to many collectors 
to make an original find of mint 
unhinged 12 penny black, Canada, 
1851, which originally consisted of 
two singles and a pair, all cut from 


the left hand bottom corners of the 
sheets, and all full gum and never 
hinged. 

Briefly, the story is this. A certain 
Vietorian's father, was an employee 
of the Post Office at Ottawa at the 
time these stamps were current. 
When he heard that the coinage was 
to change from pence to cents, with 
admirable forethought he cut out 
two singles and a pair from three 
independent sheets. Prior to his 
death, he thought he would sell one 
of them, and put an ad in a Chicago 
newspaper, (why he chose Chicago 
is a mystery). He had several replies 
and sent the stamp to one. of the 
applieants, and that was the last he 
ever heard of the stamp. 

He never even intimated to his 
heirs that he had others, and when 
he died in 1919 it was a revelation 
to find that he had more of them. 

The first one of these that I saw 
was a similar single to the one lost, 
but the sole executor told me that 
a Vancouver Doctor already had 
made an offer of $500.00 for it, sub- 
ject to its being given a certificate 
by the R.P.S.L. This was in 1921. 
He got a reply from London that the 
stamp was O.K., and at the same 
time an offer from one of the mem- 
bers, that if he wanted to sell it, he 
would give him $1000.00 for it. The 
Vancouver Doctor being more of a 
financier than a collector, took the 
$1000.00. I did not hear who the pur- 
chaser was. 

Nothing more was heard of 12d 
blacks until July 21st, 1924. I natur- 
ally had concluded that the two 
singles constituted the whole of the 
heir's holding. Judge my surprise 


= when the phone rang one afternoon 


at my office and the voice of the 
sole executor came over it asking, 
“Can you sell two stamps for me?" 
I replied that I possibly could, but 
asked what they were. He told me 
he did not care to tell me over the 
phone, but would bring them over to

my office. A few minutes later he 
arrived with an envelope containing 
the finest pair of 12d blacks it was 
possible to imagine. These became 
known as the Walsh pair. 


I asked him where he had got them 
and he said they were from his 
father's estate and that he wanted 
to get rid of them. I asked him how 
much he expected to get for them, 
and he told me he thought they 
should be worth $3000.00. I agreed, 
and told him I would sell them for 
him on certain conditions, viz—that 
he would tell no one that he had 
them and would give me thirty clear 
days to dispose of them. I also 
arranged with him about the ` com- 
mission he would pay me. 

On getting home that evening I 
consulted the catalogues relative to 
the pair that. was sold at that sale 
of Baron de la Renotiere  Ferrari's 
stamps that were seized by the 
French Government as alien enemy 
property and dispersed over a num- 
ber of sales. I found that his pair 
had been sold for slightly in excess 
of $4000.00. That evening I sent off 
three night letters to three of the 
most famous collectors in America, 
and by 4 o’clock the next day I had 
replies from all of them. They were 
all interested but the New York col- 
lector's wire was the most instruc- 
tive of all. I repeat it verbatim. 

*———— WIRES HAS MAILED 
CERTIFIED CHECK FOUR THOU- 
SAND. WILL BE THERE TỌ- 
NIGHT'S BOAT UNLESS YOU 
WIRE POSTAL TELEGRAPH SE- 
ATTLE." 

His Western agent duly arrived in 
the afternoon of July 23rd with beads 
of perspiration rolling off his fore- 
head and his first remark was “Am 
I too late? I said “No Henry, but 
you are just in time." I showed him 
the pair and he asked if he might 
send it on approval to New York. I 
told him that it simply could not be 
done without the owner's consent, 
and accordingly got the owner to 
come up to my office for a minute. 

I showed him the check and asked 
him what he intended to do about it. 
Naturally, after his late father's 
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experience, he was very loath to let 
it go out of the country, and after a 
very long argument we all adjourned 
to my lawyer's office, where a long 
and cumbersome document was 
drawn up by which I was to hold the 
check in escrow for 31 days, by the 
end of which time, if I had heard 
nothing to the contrary, I was at 
liberty to cash it and pay the owner 
his share of the proceeds. The pair 
was handed over to the Bank of 
Commerce in a very small tin box, 
tightly taped all ’round against any 
chance of moisture. Just as we were 
leaving my lawyer’s office, the 
owner of the pair said, “But what if 
Mr. Angus was to die during the 31 
days?" This really made my lawyer 
provoked and he told him that we 
all had to take some chances in this 
life and he could not incorporate any 
more clauses in. the document .to 
guard against such a contingency. 
I still have all the original documents 
and wires in connection with this sale 
and they make good (and amusing 
reading). 

As a matter of fact, the purchaser 
wrote me some fortnight later stat- 


ing that he was perfectly satisfied 
with the stamps and that I was at 
liberty to cash the check. I phoned 


the owner and told him to meet me 
at the Bank. When we got there they 
had no large bills, and cashed the 
check all in $20.00 bills. The late 
owner was still so eautious that he 
wore a lot of leather off the heels of 
my shoes escorting me along to see 
that I did not get robbed, ran away, 
or lost the cash until it was trans- 
ferred to him. 

The best of friends today, I met 
him in an elevator this morning and 
passed my customary remark “When 
are you going to bring me that 
block of four?" If he ever does—I 
will retire. 

Editors Note—The above pair 
eventually figured in the collection 
of the late Alfred F. Lichtenstein.
